Woman Gives 


Back Boy She 
Abducted 


Two year old Raymond Pallasch, 
kidnaped from in front of his home, 
2056 Clifton ave- 
nue, Friday after- 
noon, last night 
was placed in the 
arms of his moth- 
er. It was a child- 
less woman with 
a longing for a 
baby who kid- 
naped the boy— 
Mrs. Charles Mu- 
sil of Highwood, 
wife of a chief 
petty officer sta- 
tioned at Great 
Lakes. Mrs. Musil 
had spoken many 
times about adopt- 
ing a baby from a Milwaukee orphan 
asylum. Her husband gave his consent. 

Thefe is conflict as to how Mrs. Musi! 
obtained the child. According to her 
confession, a woman in a loop store 
gave her the baby to hold and disap- 
peared. The police of Chicago, how- 
ever, heard that she toured Chicago in 
an automobile seeking a child that ap- 
pealed to her. When she saw Raymond 
his appearance appealed to her, so she 
took him into the car and went to 
Highwood. | 

On Trail of Lost Boy. 

She made no attempt to hide him, 
let him play in the yard or on street, 
and spoke of him to her neighbors as 
“my little son.” But one of the neigh- 
bors, having seen the boy’s picture in 
the newspapers and read the story 
about his kidnaping, called the North 
Halsted street police. The deck ser- 
geant got the address as “ Harvard 
avenue, Harvard, 

A reporter for THe Trisungz, how- 
ever, got on the right track, and with 
State’s Attorney James G. Welch of 
Lake county visited Mrs. Musil yester- 
day afternoon. Mrs. Musil was appar, 
ently surprised. But she denied vigor- 
ously that she had adopted a child or 
had heard of the Pallasch boy. 

Husband Tells of Child. 

The reporter and the state’s attorney 
left. But they followed her to Wau- 
kegan, where she went in search of her 
husband. The state’s attorney found 
him later. He told what he knew of 
the child. A search warrant was ob- 
tained and another visit was made tu 
the Musil home. 

Musil had gone home immediateiy 
after talking to Welch, and he found 
that his wife and her mother had gone 
to Chicago with the boy. His wife had 
told Mrs. Brownlee she would “take 
the child back to the place where she 
found him.” 

.Mrs. Pallasch, who was with the 
state’s attorney and THE TRIBUNE man 
this time, wept happily. 

About this time a man found Ray- 
mond walking sleepily along Madison 
street. He took him to the Desplaines 
street station—and it was there that 
his parents found him. 

Mrs. Musil’s Confession. 

Mrs. Musil’s confession was made 
early this morning to Chief of Police 
Mayers of Highwood. Mrs. Musil was 
detained as she stepped off the inter- 
urban from Chicago. Her story fol- 
lows: 

“T was in the rest room at Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co's Friday afternoon 
when a heavy set woman came in car- 
rying a baby. She asked me to hold it 
for her and I did so. When she did not 
return in half an hour I looked for her, 
but couldn’t find her. The baby was 


dressed shabbily, so I bought him a 
I then took the child to 
Highwood and told my husband I had 
obtained him in an orphan asylum at 
Milwaukee. 

“When a TRIBUNE reporter visited 
me I became afraid and took the boy 
to Chicago and left him in a hotel lobby 
on Madison street near Peoria.”’ 

Mrs. Musil was allowed to go home 
for the night, but probably will be 
taken into custody this morning on a 
charge of abduction.

SHIP OFF 


Revolt Threat Stirs 
Platform Fight. 


The Republican party last night was 
rocking off the shoals of the league of 
nations issue, with threats of a revolt 
coming from some of the irreconcilable 
leaders in the Hiram Johnson camp if 
the national convention affirm a league 
of nations with Americanization safe 
guards. 

The resolutions committee organized 
at 3 p. m., with Senator Watson of In- 
diana as chairman. At once the lead- 
ers in the league controversy squared 
off for a finish fight. 


Hear Many Causes. 

‘The general committee devoted eight 
or ten hours to a public hearing of ad- 
vocates of various causes and an ad- 
journment was taken at midnight, the 
hearings to be resumed this morning. 

Meanwhile a subcommittee of thir- 
teen appointed by the chairman began 
the actual draft of the platform. Ip 
this subcommittee the struggle ovér 
the league issue continued until late 
at night—to be resumed this morning. 


Drafters of Platform. 

The members of the subcommittee 
are: 

Senator Watson of Indiana, Senator 
Smoot of Utah, William Heyburn of 
Kentucky, William Allen White of 
Kansas, ‘Zawrence Groner of Vir- 
ginia, Louis A. Coolidge of Massachu- 
setts, Senator McCormick of Illinois, 
Ogden Mills of New York, Senator 
Borah of Idaho; J. T. Neylan of Cali- 
fornia, Wallace McCamant of Oregon, 
Gov. R. Livingston Beéckman , of 
Rhode Island, and Harris Gilpin of 
Michigan. 

This subcommitteé’ will endeavor to, 
submit its draft of the platform to the 
whole committee late today. 


Opposing Suggestions Made. 

When the drafting conference opened 
the league controversy was sharply 
drawn with the opposing suggestions 
tentatively outlined as follows: 

Proposal of the irreconcilables, 
represented by Senator Borah, 

Senator Johnson, and their follow- 

ing: 

The Republican party declares 
uncompromising opposition to any 
such plan of international gov- 
ernment as contemplated in the 
league of nations embodied in the 
treaty of peace with Germany by 
President Wilson, and, 

The Republican party affirms its 
determination to preserve and 
maintain the foreign policy of this 
government as it was announced 
by George Washington and James 
Monroe, and as it has been main- 
tained ever since. 


Proposal of Lodge Group. 

Proposal of the treaty reserva- 
tionist group, represented by Sen- 
ators Lodge, Lenroot, Kellogg, 
Hale, and McOumbder, and mem- 
bers of the advisory platform com- 
mittee, who insist that the plat- 
form should contain an expression 
of affirmative policy regarding an 
association of nations: 

The Republican party indorses 
the acts of the senators who pre- 
vented the ratification of a peace 
treaty that involves the United 
States in the international en- 
tanglements of Europe, thereby 
imperiling American sovereignty 
and American institutions, and 
pledges itself to the ratification of 
a treaty of peace and an associa- 
tion of nations with an internation- 
al tribunal for the determination 

of nonjusticiable questions between 
the nations and with such safe 
guards as will insure the protec- 
tion of every American interest. 


Borah Idea Rejected. 

Indications last night were that the 
resolutions committee would not ac- 
cept the Borah-Johnson position of un- 
qualified opposition to a league of na- 
tions and a mere reaffirmation of the 
policies of Washington and Jefferson. 

It was also the growing conviction 
among party leaders that the demand 
of the Lodge group for the indorse- 
ment of a ratification proposal should 
be avoided in order to avert a certain 


revolt. 
The selection of the subcommittee 


was made with this point in view, and 
the subcommittee was said to stand 
seven to five in favor of a compromise 
plank modeled after the Indiana plat- 
form, a declaration which contains no 
specific ratification proposal.

It 
was that kind of work that led to the 
Republican party carrying only two 
states in 1912. It can’t be repeated.” 

Frick and Martin are favorable to 
the candidacy of Gov. Lowden. The 
Marks delegates with whom they con- 
tested the Fifth district seats were for 
Woods. 

The credentials committee refused to 
hear a contest against Judge Wallace 
McCamant of Oregon, a delegate at 
large, and a member of the resolutions 
committee. | 

“No Grounds” Held. 

McCamant’s seat was contested by 
the Johnson managers when they 
learned that he had declared he in- 
tended to vote for Gen. Wood, although 
Johnson carried Oregon at the pri- 
mary. The committee held there was 
no grounds for a contest. 

At 3 o’clock in the morning the com- 
mittee was still in session, having still 
to pass on contests involving seventy- 
three seats in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, and Vir- 
ginia. It announced its intention‘to sit 
al) night if necessary to enable it to 
report at 11 o’clock this morning. 

The meeting of the committee in the 
Coliseum annex developed a combina- 
tion between the Wood and the John- 
son forces in an effort to override de- 
cisions of the national committee 
which favored Lowden delegates. The 
combination succeeded in electing a 
Wood chairman, but with Frank Hitch- 
cock and other Wood leaders directing 
things from the background and with 
roll calls that showed a partisan line- 
up, Lowden was generally victorious. 

Net Gain of One. 

Wood lost one Georgia delegate, but | 
the Fifth district result left him a net 
gain of one for the morning. 

The Wood forces conceatrated for 
their greatest drive in the Georgia case, 
seeking to unseat the four delegates- 
at-large headed by the Atlanta Negro, . 
Henry Lincoln Johnson, The vote in 
favor of Johnson was 27 to 23. 

The Georgia case developed a parti- 
san battle. The Wood forces came 
out in the open. They had won the 
first skirmish, when Edward Duffield of 
New Jersey, chairman of the Wood 
campaign committee in that state, had 
been chosen chairman of the committee 
over Charlies H. Innes of Massachu- 
setts. The vote was 28 to 16. There 
were a few members who did not know 
just what Mr. Duffield’s presidential 
lineup was.

| Drive Against Lowden. 

At the close of the first day of the 
convention these were the outstanding 
developments; 

Lowden sustained a terrific 
hammering from the eastern old 
line Republicans, who joined the 
progressives in seeking to discredit 
the candidacy of the Illinois es- 
ecutive. Although the Lowden 
forces fought back stubbornly, it 
appeared evident that the position 
of the governor has been weak- 
ened to such an extent as to make 
his nomination extremely ovrob- 
lematical.

These developments caused the re 

sumption of serious consideration oi 
the nomination of a dark horse, with 
Senator Knox of Pennsylvania named 
in influential quarters as the man on 
whom there is most likely to be a fina) 
agreement. In connection with the

“From domestic affairs, which I 
have only touched upon briefly, let 
us turn to foreign questions, to our 
relations with the world of other na- 
tions. Look first at one of the most 
pressing importance just beyond eur 
own borders. 

“Look at Mexico. For seven years 
the United Statea has been pursuing 
under the direction of the president a 
policy of ‘watchful waiting.” The 
president saw fit to intervene im Mex- 
ico. As a matter of fact he made war 
upon Mexico, for in the taking of Vera 
Cruz we lost some 120 men in killed 
and wounded and several hundred un- 
regarded, incidental Mexicans were 
also either wounded or killed ip the 
conflict. 

“We went there to exact an apology 
for the treatment of some of our gail- 
ors at Tampico. The apology has 
never been given, but Gen. Huerta was 
driven from power, which was the 
president's real purpose, and Mexico 
then fell into a state of anarchy which, 
growing constantly worse, has con- 
tinued to this day. + 


“The president saw fit to recognize 
Carranza, who was chosen by a mili- 
tary junta, as political chief. He thus 
furnished an essential support to the 
Carranza guvernment, and what has 
been our réward? Over 600 Americans 
have been murdered in Mexico, some 
under circumstances of great brutality. 

“For these murders no reparation 
has been made. Decorated by endless 
futile and useless notes, they have 
gone on unchecked. To have been an 
American citizen in Mexico added to

Pushed Out Only Hope. 


“They saw that it did not mention 
the Hague conventions which we all 
desired to have restored as foundations 
for further extensions; did nothing for 
the development of international law, 
nothing for a world court and judicial 
decisions, and nothing looking toward 
an agreement as to dealing with non- 
justiciable questions. These real ad- 
vances toward promoting peace, these 
constructive measure were all disre- 
garded, and the only court mentioned 
was pushed into an obscure corner. 

“The people began to percefVe with 

an intense clearness than this alliance, 
silent as to real peace agreements, con- 
tained clauses which threatened the 
very existence of the United States as 
an independent power—threatened its 
sovereignty, threatened its peace, 
threatened its life.

States must never take part in any 
council of the nations where her vote 
was not equal to that of any other 
power represented. 


Must Defeat Wilson Idea. 


“Some of us were deeply convinced 
that there ought to be no league at 
all and that absolute safety could be 
obtained in no other way; others of us, 
rnore numerous, believed that the reser- 
vations I have described would pro- 
tect the United States against the 


league. 

“We were all firmly united in our de- 
termination that the league as sub- 
mitted by Mr, Wilson must never pass. 

“We were also agread that Mr. Wil- 
son’s league with whaf he called ‘ in- 
terpretative reservations,’ or with any- 
thing those obedient to him approved, 
was just as bad as the original. Twice 
we offered the president and his most 
faithful supporters an opportunity to 
ratify the treaty with reservations. 
Twice his followers, obedient to his 
orders, rejected the treaty with the 
reservations I have outlined. 


A VETO WITHOUT REASON |

The port already is crowded beyond cchatty 

with a consequent vast wastage, due to delay both 
in railroad.terminals,and at the docks. Provision 
for rerouting -freight which New York cannot 
handle certainly will not injure that port. In the 
matter of possible loss of business to its new barge 
canal, examination of figures for the old Erie canal 
shows that 73 per cent of the tonnage in its most 
prosperous days was local, serving plants estab- 
lished along canal because of transportation 
facilities. ‘With the cheap hydro-electric power 
available from the St. Lawrence improvement, new 
industries Will locate ajlong the new barge canal, 
furnishing a traffic which not only will make it a 
paying business in itself but will supply New York 
with a tremendous new commerce.

Armenia and the whole Caucasus 
region, it is ‘believed, will soon be swallowed up in 
the bolshevik movement, and it is too late now for any 
nation—much less America, which is least conversant 
with the situation—to successfully undertake a man- 
date for the safeguarding of the Armenians from 
their enemies. 

It is probable that Great Britain will assume the 
mandate,- now that the United States senate has 
turned down President Wilson's request to be allowed 
to accept it. Great Britain surely should take it rather, 
than to leAve Armenia and the Caucasus to their fate, 
as it is Great Britain's interests that are most threat- 
ened. It is eeid that treaties and armistioces that are 
being ‘made between the little nations in the region 
are being engineered from soviet headquarters in 
Moscow, the Lenine government seeking in this way 
to. make clear the path to Persia, which it is the 
bolshevik intention to invade. Great Britain is vitally 
interested in Persia, and she will want to safeguard 
it at all costs. Doubtless her plans are already laid, 
and she is nearer the scene of the difficulties that 
seem imminent. ae 

However much we would like to attempt to solve

no doubt that it will make more for the peace of the 
world, and especially for the peace of America, to 
leave this arduous but necessary work to the 
Europeans.

LIBRARY DUST. 

HE problem of dust in libraries is 
one that perplexes librarians. The 
people in the stockroom of a large 
library seldom get enough sunlight. 

; They work in a dusty atmosphere, In 
spite of all they have done a coating of 
dust setties on the books. When 
take orders from the shelves they are 
certain to breathe in more of this dust 
than is good for them. 

It is true that library dust is not very 
harmful, It is probable that but few 
disease-producing bacteria have survived 
drying and the dust particles are not of 
@ aise, shape, or physical or chemical 
quality caloulated to do great harm. 

Nevertheless librarians are a pale lot 
and dust is a factor, though not the most 
important one. I do not recall ever hav~- 
ing seen a rosy cheeked librarian and 
certainly I have never seen a peachblow 
eomplexioned librarian who nee worked 
long at the trade. 

J. W. Redway, the Gin 
problems of libraries in the Medical 
Times, thinks mést of the dyst In libra- 
ries is carried in on the feet of patrons. 
Alr washing devices in use serve to re- 
move most of the ordinary atmospheric 
dust except smoke carbon. Smoke car- 
bon contains a good dea! of sulphur and 
this makes the paper of the books brittle 
and eats up the binding. 

The only methods of keeping down dust 
due to coal soot are to locate the library 
in @ part of town where there are few 
smokestacks, to inatall the best air wash- 
ing device available and to use a vacuum 
cleaner with frequency. A special vac 
uum cleaner for books has a nogsile closed 
at the end and is slotted on the under 
side, 

Dusting or brushing books fills the air 

with dust. Wiping them smears the 

grease and grime into the paper and 
leather. To keep down foot borne dust 

several things should be done. The li- 

brary should be surrounded by a lawn 

and the cement or atone walks should be 
kept clean by washing. The entries

The best flooring is-tile except that it 
ia noisy. A rough polished weod floor is 
highly objectionable, If the floor is of a 
coarse grained wood it can be covered 
with rubber mats. Of the wood floor ma- 
terialu comb grain southern pine and 
Oregon fir are the best. Varnished floors 
are not dusty, but the varnish we_.rs off 
quickly and it is not eagily replaced. An 
oll dressing is excellent provided the first 
dressing saturates the surface of the 
wood and subsequent dressing is wel! 
done. Dust which Has picked up oil 
does not fly readily and after getting 
into the air quickly falls out. 

Washing oak floors with lye is very 
apt to ruin them. In a certain library 
where an oak floor had been spoiled in 
this way the following plan was carried 
out: A layer of cement was placed on 
the wood. While it was still soft a layer 
of felt was placed on it and pressed in. 
Next the felt was covered with a layer 
of cement. When »* had dyjed it was

The premium rates on yearly renewable 
term insurance increase each year on July 1, 
On insuranée which haa been force a full 
year the first increase in rates takes places 
July 1, 1919. The increase is from the rate 
at the age at which the insurance was taken 
out to the next higher age. On July 1, 
1920, all term ineurance that has been in 
foree for more than twelve months wil! 
likewise increase.

Both speakers pointed out that one 
third of the retail price of merchandise 
is made up of its “ cost of production ” 
and two-thirds is made up of “cost uf 
distribution.” Mr. Merrill asserted 
that “cost of production ” having been

Mr. Merrill's talk was made before 
the newspaper department.

The views set 
forth in the committee report are to be 
submitted to a referendum of the 1,300 
jadustrial and commercial organiza- 
tions copprising the chnamber’s mem- 
bership. 

The twelve principles, some of which 
are at variance with those for which 
organized labor contended in.the two 
industrial conferences, are in brief as 


follows: 

1, Any person possesses the right 
to engage in any lawful business or oc- 
eupgtion and to enter individually or 
collectively into any lawful contract, 
either as employer or employé; these 
rights to be subject to limitation only 
through an exercise of public author- 


ity. 

2. The right of open shop operation 
gan essential part of individual right 
ef contract. 

§, All men possess an equal right to 
associate voluntarily for the accom- 
plishment of lawful purposes by law- 
ful means. Such associations for col- 
lective action or dealing confer no au- 
thority to or deny any right to those 
who do not/desire to act with them.

GENEVA, June 8.—The entire morn- 
ing session of the international woman 


suffrage alliance congress here today 
was devoted to the question of whether 
the alliance should be continued. A 
program to continue it on broader 
lines for the benefit of women and hu- 
tnanity in general with the elimination 
of the word “suffrage” from its title 
Was considered. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt of New 
New York, president of the alliance, 
and Mrs. Charlotte Despard, and Miss 
Chrystal MacMillan, English delegates, 
told the Assaciated Press that the dele- 
gates of manv countries favored this 


program, only the Germans objecting. 
Therefore. they said, it would surely 
be adopted, probably tomorrow. 


Life in Balance. 


“The life of the alliance, meantime, 
is in the balance, involving the fate of 
millions of women of the world who 
have not yet been enfranchised,” said 
one of the English delegates. “It 
would be cowardice to quit now and de- 
sert our less fortunate sisters.” 

Reports persist concerning the com- 
ing resignation of Mrs. Catt, which 
constitutes the sole notes of sadness 
in the congress. Mn:e. ‘Schwimmer, 
president of the Hungarian Woman 
Suffrage association, summed "1p the 
situation as follows: 

“If Mrs. Catt leaves us the alliance 
will collapse without hope of rising 
again, because among us there is no 
such dominating leader for such an im 
portant and onerous task.” |

CAR AFIRE, CRASH 


Rescue Many by Ladders; 
$2,200 Gems Lost. 


More than twenty persons were in- 
jured last night when an Oak Park 
elevated train crashed into another 
train which had stopped 100 feet west 
of Francisco avenue to extinguish a 
fire in the motorman’s compartment. 
Nearly 200 homeward bound residents 
of Oak Park and Austin were badly 
shaken up in the collision. About a 
dozen were carried down ladders placed 
against the elevated structure by fire- 
men and were taken to hospitals. 

Failure of the motorman of the rear 
train to see the train ahead until too 
late was given as the cause of the 
accident.

The accident occurred shortly after 
10 o’clock. According to Charles 
Stephens of 4442 North Sawyer avenue.

The motor 
man stopped the train and rushed i& 
the rear coach for a fire extinguisher.

Benjamin, and ten servants, men and 
women, were with me in the house at 
the time. 

“I rushed upstairs to my bedroom, 
where the safe is kept. It was a small 
safe—I should say about two feet

SAWFLY 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Shredding the foliage and exposing 
the fruit of the currant and gooseberry 
bushes to the sun is the favorite work 
of the larvz,.or worms of the common 
sawfly. They are proDably late in com- 
ing out this year, but they usually ap- 
pear as soon as the leaves are well out. 
They first eat hoies in the leaves. The 
worms usually appear in large enough 
numbers to strip all the leaves in a 
short time. The exposed fruit usually 
becomes discolored and falls off. 

Fortunately the worms can be killed 
if prompt action is taken. Spraying) 
or dusting materia] should be kept on 
hand, and as soon as their first signs, 
the small holes in the leaves, are no- 
ticed the work of combating them 
should begin. If the bushes are neg- 
lected even a day or two it may mean 
the loss of the entire crop. 

Numerous remedies have been tried, 


used because it is easily applied and 
effective. It is less poisonous than the 


materials containing arsenic, and may 


be used with safety on the bushes after 
the fruit begins to form, even on ripen- 
ing fruits. 

It may be applied with a spray in the 
solution form or dusted on the plants. 
If sprayed on, use one ounce of white 
hellebore mn three gallons of water. 
Spray until the liquid begins to drop 
from the leaves. The dry or powdered 
form of hellebore should not be diluted, 
but dusted on the leaves anfl stems 
from a cheesecloth sack. The hands 
should be carefully washed in soap and 
water after handling hellebore. 

Small fruits, such as the currant and 
gooseberry, also are frequently dam- 
aged by the common plant lice, the 
aphis. This sucks the juices from the 
leaves, causing them to become distort- 
ed, pitted and curled. They are found 
on the bushes throughout the summer. 
Nicotine sulphate sprayed on the top 
and bottom of the leaves is the most

Corn Sirup Sweetening. 


A friend expert in cookery says she 
much prefers her strawberries for 


sweetened largely with white ble 
corn sirup. In preparing the straWber- 
ries she puts a little of the sirup in a 
bow], cuts the strawberries in two on 
it, crushes them slightly, and finally 
adds about two tablespoons of sugar 
for one cake. 

Corn sirup will caramelize if you are 
patient, and after it has caramelized iv 
may be melted ug for a carame! sirup, 
which is practically as anvest as one 
of sugar, since the sugar loses some of 
its sweetness in caramelizing and the 
corn sirup does not seem to. Add to 
the sirup half its measure of water and 
stir over the fire until the two are well 
blended, then cook with you eye on the 
‘process until the sirup browns a trifle, 
then stir and cook to the full caramel 
stage, ended with dispatch. 

There are extensive possibilities for 
‘sweetening things largely with corn 
sirup, plus a little molasses. Ice creams 
of various sorts can be sweetened 
after this method, but in every case, 
probably, the effects are better whether 
we make ice cream or cake if we use 
raisins in addition. And sorghum will 
behave in about the same way as mo- 
lasses, in most cases. Not for nothing 
is it called “long sweetening.”
